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The Southern Counties Gas Company 
has entered into an agreement whereby 
natural gas will be supplied to its con­ 
sumers in the San Gabriel and Pomona 
valleys from the Brea canyon oil fields. 
An appropriation of $250,000 has been 
made by the company to cover the esti­ 
mated cost of the necessary 
conduits 
for connection with the Pomona and 
Covina plants, from which distribution 
will be made to the eight towns to be 
supplied. 


The company has a large force of 
men and teams engaged now in laying 
the gas mains from the Brea canyon 
north over the Puente hills to make j 
the necessary connections with the Co­ 
vina and Pomona plants to be used ns 
substations. Five carloads of six-inich 
pipe has been purchased and delivery 
is being »made on the ground with the 
intention of pushing the work of laying 
the gas mains as rapidly as possible. 


This unexpected move on the part of 
the gas company will come as an agree­ 
able surprise to its patrons in the ci­ 
ties of Covina, Azusa, Glendora, San 
Dimas, Lordsburg, Pomona, and Clare- 
mont, as it will mean a 50 per cent re­ 
duction in the price of gas in all pro­ 
bability, since figured on the basis of 
1000 to 1100 heat units measure for 
natural gas to the cubic foot to 575 
heat units measure for artificial gas, 
the consumer will get twice the heat 
units at the present price.

A number of Covinn ranchers have 
been taking the opportunity this week 
to witness the work of a power brush 
cutter that jn operating on tho N. D. 
Mussey lomcfn ranch on West Budillo 
street. 


When trees are fjiven a severe prun­ 
ing it is always necessary to take con­ 
siderable time to haul off the brush 
nnd burn it. Mr. Mussey believes that 
there is a lot of valuable, fertilizer lost 
in this way, nnd by cutting up nil 
branches up to an inch and a hul 
thick, in about three-inch lengths, he \>: 
conserving all. tho available 
fertilizer 
as well as disposing of the debris in a 
handy manner. The ehopped-up twigs 
nnd leaves make a complete carpet in 
Mr. M ussey'» grove. It is the opinion 
of u number of ranchers that when this 
\:> cultivated that it, will have a leaven­ 
ing effect on the soil.

Battleships Can Send 81gnals Twelve 


Mile* In Daylight. 


Although searchlight signaling be­ 
tween 
battleships was a means of 
communication at sea long before the 
Introduction of wireless telegraphy, It 
Is fltlll utilized. 


Tho 
latest battleships of our navy 
are 
equipped with projectors designed 
especially for this purpose, while the 
older vessels use their regular search­ 
lights, for which auxiliary abutters are 
supplied. 
Levers operate these latter 
members, flashing the lights on and off 
quickly so that messages may be spell­ 
ed out in dots and dashes, either at day 
or night. 


For 
day signaling the light shaft Is 
directed squarely at the observer, and 
for 
enabling this a telescope Is mount­ 
ed 
with the projector. 
When atmos­ 
pheric conditions are good the radius 
of 
communication Is about 
twelve 
miles in any direction. At night this Is 
obviously much increased, for light 
may 
be played on some prominent 
cloud and seen for a distance of forty 
or fifty miles. 


When there are no clouds the search­ 
lights may be directed skyward and 
their shafts of light seen ot closer 
range. 
The feasibility of launching 
captive 
balloons as ftubstltutes for 
cloud banks has been suggested.—Pop­ 
ular Mechanics.

recognition of trademarks by 
English law mny bo said to date only 
from the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, but the use of trademarks 
wns, 
of course, of far earlier date. 


So far back as the reign of .lumes 1. 
a certain clothier applied the mark of 
another clothier to his own inferior 
goods, but the reports of the lawsuit 
which ensued leave It doubtful whether 
the nctlon was brought by the owner of 
the 
mark or by an Indignant customer. 
In which latter case It would simply be 
an 
ordinary action for fraud. 


In 
1742 Lord Uurdwlcke declared 
that "every particular trader has some 
particular mark or stamp." At the 
same time his lordship refused to grant 
the 
protection of the law to the "Great 
Mogul" stamp on cards. Oe was ap­ 
parently under the Impression that the 
legal recognition of trademarks meant 
the 
creation of a new kind of monop­ 
oly, 
and he made up bis mind to obvi­ 
ate 
such possibility. 


Lord Eldon, on the other band, re­ 
peatedly 
granted Injunctions to re­ 
strain one trader from fraudulently 
"passing off" his goods as those of an­ 
other and thus helped to lay a founda­ 
t i o n on which the present trademark 
law 
has been built up in successive 
stages.—London Standard.

The hoys hen* a r e m a r k i n g 
time—a 
p a r t of t h e V>igges<t military 
prepuift- 
tion nirice t h e Civil war, and t h e inter­ 
minable conversation about t h e future 
blows hot a n d blown eold; one moment 
fevered with r u m o r s of an early drive 
into Mexico, a n d immediately 
followed 
by rumors that we a r e " g o i n g home— 
home to H o d ' s 
c o u n t r y . " 


Truth is, t h e United .States govern­ 
ment does not. know what is t o be done, 
but it still remains a fact that 
Mexico 


! H in a s t a t e of a n a r c h y , 
bloodshed, 
(starvation and turmoil, and it is nec­ 
essary that 
there be troops along the 
border to prevent t h e raids that 
would 
surely 
come if it. looked 
feasible to 


Hiie.h arch-bandits as I'ancho 
Villa. 


It 
might b e i n t e r e s t i n g t o you to 
k n o w that t h e soldiers at. Noglaes a n d 
elsewhere on t h e border have been out­ 
fitted with h e a v y clothing for t h e win­ 
t e r months, such as overcoats and wool­ 
en gloves, sweaters, besides their light 
uniforms of k h a k i . 
T h e equipment 
is here and r e a d y for a long campaign 
stretching over v a r y i n g seasons. 
This 
m a y mean t h a t the. border will b e po­ 
liced for a year, or i t m a y mean noth­ 


ing. 


Why all this drilling d a y after day, 
from 
five in the morning until t a p s a t 
eleven a t n i g h t ? 
You must spend a 
few weeks in t h e a r m y t o g e t the idea. 
And believe me, t h e idea is interesting, 
and it e x p a n d s with serious 
meaning. 
Tt is the discipline thnt Colonel Hchrei- 
ber of t h e seventh 
repeatedly 
h a r p s 
iipon, and this discipline h a s directly 
in i t s k e e p i n g t h e lives a n d t h e physi­ 
cal welfare of thousands of A m e r i c a ' s 
splendid y o u n g men. 


A discipline that tenches men not to 
bo CBToleBs in a n y t h i n g when 
grouped 
in thousands in a cmnp, means t h e ab­ 
sence of contagious 
disease, a n d i t 
m e a n s preparedness for eventual war- 
faro ns n o t h i n g else. T o learn t o place 
n bullot .within t w o inches of a bulls- 
eye or hotter, i s o n e of t h o ' & a a t im­ 
portant of a r m y 
training. 
T h e most 
finished m a n of civilization 
instinc­ 
tively learns t o shoot 
fairly 
straight, 
b u t it is a sad c o m m e n t a r y upon civili­ 
zation 
t h a t men r e v e r t easily t o un­ 
clean h a b i t s 
t h a t 
will 
destroy 
them­ 
selves and their fellows if allowed t o 
do so, and this applies equally to t h e 
man of good h a b i t s in civil ife n» well 
a s 1o t h e h o b o w h o joins t h e a r m y for 
t h e privileges of t h e mess. 


Men a r e b e i n g 
prepared 
earnestly 
for w a r when t h e y a r e t a u g h t to pick 
up every stray bit of paper in t h e com­ 
p a n y s t r e e t ; t h e y a r e being t a u g h t t h a t 
there is only one w a y to fold a blan- 
kot-roll; t h e y a r c being made into for­ 
midable foes when they ure t a u g h t t h a t 
every scrap of g a r b a g e must b o thor­ 
oughly 
i n c i n e r a t e d ; 
t h e y a r e b e i n g 
metamorphosed 
into invincible 
battal­ 
ions when l e a r n i n g t h e rigid rules t h a t 
govern t h e l a v a t o r i e s ; they a r e b e i n g 
made 
into 
victorious 
legions a s they 
learn t h e stern lesson t h a t an unclean 
camp is a c a m p easily captured, and 
t h a t an unclean soldier is a menace a s 
great a s t h e a d v a n c i n g 
army of an 
hostile nation. 


T h a t is why t h e B r y a n 
twaddle of 
the over-night m a k i n g of an army is so 
dangerously absurd. Chins and uniforms 
dr. not m a k e up t h e equipment of a 
soldier, a n y more than paper and pen 
equip a writer. 


A soldier is I mined so long and so 
steadily on t h e drill-ground 
that h i s 
h i a i n 
dually 
responds 
subconsciously 
mid automatically t o a command. And 
when these same commands a r e given 
on t h e battlefield he obeys 
automat­ 
ically. 
And t h i s means a chance for 
victory. I once saw a blindfolded 
bat­ 
talion g o through 
regimental 
maneu­ 
vers in a garrison, anil t h e lines were 
as regular a s if they saw every inch of 
t h e ground. 


And t h e lesson is, o f course, 
that 
these men obey with such 
promptitude 
and precision t h e supreme test will llnd 
them doing t h e same thing. 
Personally 
T do not believe t h e United 
S t a t e s 
could ever build up t h e same kind o f 
military precision attained in monarch- 
ial countries, for the American 
youth 
will never entirely relinquish t h e right 
of reasoning for himself. T o obey an 
order 
without 
first 
understanding i t s 
purpose is obnoxious to American peo­ 


ple. 
This is t h e result o f democracy, 
and 
while it makes a free, 
intelligent 
unci cooperative people, it doe« not as- 
:.ist in t h e efficiency of an urniy. T h e 
soldier is never 
examined for defect 
above his eyes in the scheme of Kuro- 
[ can efficiency. 


Therefore, t o sum up this talk on 
training, it is t h e b i g task of t h e drill- 
master 
from 
brigadier-general t o cor­ 
poral t o erase t h e " l e t George do i t " 
io'ca 
that m a y b e a hmig-over 
from 
civil life. 
There is nothing so demo­ 
cratic us an army cooktent, where the 


son of a supreme 
court judge and a 
mule-skinner m a y work 
side by side 
cleaning pots and pans. 


Bryan ':t over-night, 
army 
would go 
into 
camp a n d die of typhoid 
like 
flies, 
and if an order to charge 
were 
given, t h e men would undoubtedly b e 
willing, but. they 
would 
spend 
some 
time d e b a t i n g a s to who h a d t h e right 
tc issue t h e order, and what for, a n d 
if there w a s not. another w a y t o ac­ 
complish t h e same thing. T h e r e would 
be about as much cohesion a s is found 
in m a k i n g lemonade a t a Sunday-school 
picnic.

Is t h e organized 
militia 
ready t o

my? The answer is that, it is t h e best

did 
work for t h e protection of t h e 
country. But no less than six m o n t h s 
of daily t r a i n i n g is necessary to make 
an 
even 
fairly-good 
fighting 
soldier. 
Three y e a r s or four, years of t r a i n i n g 
three months in t h e year Ms the best 
plan, and even at t h e end of this time, 
the troojis, in case of war, should go 
through a period of h a r d e n i n g 
before 
fnking the initiative in war. 


To t h e young man who says t h a t h e 
will volunteer in case of war, and n o t 
before, I want to sny solemnly that, he 
is gravely sinning against himself a n d 
his country, for he runs t h e danger of 
t h r o w i n g his life a w a y a t t h e very out­ 
set, a n d he adds nothing b u t a lament­ 
able chapter t o the history of his coun­ 
try. 
Sooner or later t h e U n i t e d S t a t e s 
is t o have a war. I f it come tomorrow 
or ten years from now, it is j u s t as in­ 
evitable. 
This statement is not based 
on the superior knowledge of what t h e 
future, holds for us, a s it is based on 
the past. 
Nothing was ever more un­ 
true than t h e saying t h a t i t takes t w o 
te make a quarrel, and as long a s men 
and 
nations a r e avaricious and suspi­ 
cious a n d jealous, t h e safety of t h e 
S t a r s a n d Stripes will b e in jeopardy.

It Is a truccless war that the waters 
of the world are waging against It* 
lands. 
John Oliver LaGorce, associate 
editor of thja National Geographic so­ 
ciety, has prepared for that institu­ 
tion a study of this striking struggle 
between the earth and the sea with the 
shores lines of the world as the far 
flung theater of war. 


After calling attention to the fact 
that the processes which have trans­ 
formed the polar regions from dense 
Jungles of tropical growth into lands 
of perpetual ice and snow, which bave 
brought the tops of mountains to the 
bottom of the sea and the bottom of 
the sea to the tops of mountains, are 
still going on, although the hands 
upon the face of the clock of geology 
move so slowly that we cannot perceive 
their 
movement, Mr. LaGorce 
con­ 
tinues: 


"Along every coast line on the face 
of the earth there is perpetual warfare 
between the land and the sea, with the 
wind as the shifting line, now throw­ 
ing its weight into the balance on the 
one side and now on the other. 
Here 
the land is taking the offensive, driving 
the sea back foot by foot, always with 
the aid of the wind; there the sea mar­ 
shals a great drlre and eats its way 
landward slowly and laboriously, but 
none the less* successfully. 


"The varying fortunes of this relent­ 
less and age long war which neither 
truce nor treaty will ever bring to an 
end can be read In the shifting sands 
of the seashore. At many points along 
the coast of the northeastern states are 
found bold cliffs, and the charging sea 
attacks them with the shot and Shell 
of loose shingle. 
Some of them, how­ 
ever, are adamant and impregnable in 
their frontal fortifications and .hojd out 
against the sorest siege, but. between 
them have oocurred stretches of softer 
rock which bave been lltennlljr> pound­ 
ed to dust by the ocean's hca,vy artil­ 
lery, thus permitting flank attacks on 
the hitherto unconquered defense*, •. 


"Along the southeastern coasfc 'bow- 
ever, the xock bound cliff is thar,excep- 
tlon and the long stretches of glittering 
sand the rule. 
Here the sandy, beach 
reaches out farther and farther into 
the sea, and the water is thus < enabled 
to penetrate farther and farther into 
the land because the attack'of the sea 
is usually a frontal movement and that 
of the land frequently a wedge attack. 
Thus we can account for the .long 
straight shore on the one hand and the 
split on tho other. 
< 


"The formutlon of the beach immedi­ 
ately guarded by the Cape Henry light 
is not changing so rapidly. a« Is the 
case only a few miles on either side be- 
cuuse of Its somewhat protected posi­ 
tion, due to the many sand bars or reefs 
far out from shore which, acting ns the 
first treuche3, serve to break the charge 
of the white horses of Father Neptuno 
as they dash in from the ocean, and, 
because of-this knowledge of defense, 
it is plain to be seen that a good quar­ 
ter of a mile of beach has been added 
by the defender since the old light was 
erected. 


"Rockaway 
beach, 
Long 
Island, 
grows westward at the rate of nearly 
a mile every twenty years. 
At Nag 
Head, N. C, the hind has extended 
Into tho sea at tho rate of thirty-five 
feet a year. 
In 1804 Dr. Nathaniel 
Bowdltch prepared a chart of Salem 
and 
Marblehead 
harbors, giving the 
soundings over various ledges of rook. 
Ninety years later similar soundings 
were taken, and In nil cases tho water 
was found to be considerably deeper, 
onco again telling tho talo of endless 
warrlngs. 


"On the shore of Capo Cod, near 
Chatham, the land is retreating at the 
rnto of a foot a yenr, and on tho south­ 
ern shore of Marthas Vineyard It is 
giving up the fight to the enemy a t the 
rate of three feet every twelve months, 
while on the southern face of Nan­ 
tucket the retreat has been as much as 
six feet a year, tbo records tell us. 


"In its incessant warfare against the 
land the sea literally takes Its cap­ 
tured hosts and makes them do buttle 
uudor its command. The bowlders that 
are shattered from the face of a cliff 
are dashed up against it again and 
again, 
hammering 
others 
loose, the 
while being worn round and smooth 
as tho projectile of big guns must be. 
As tho process goes ou these 
huge 
shells are worn down and crumbled un­ 
til there remains nothing to tell the 
story of forced 
fighting 
against their 
own stronghold save grains of sand on 
some dlstaut beach or the soft carpet 
spread upon the floor of the sea many 
fathoms deep. 


"How rapidly this process goes ou Is 
sometimes .strikingly shown. A schoon­ 
er laden with bricks is beached on 
some bare shore In a storm. 
These 
bricks nre rolled and tumbled a dis­ 
tance of tlve miles or so In the course 
of a your, and by that time attrition 
has usually completed Us work. Au­ 
thorities say that on tho shores of 
Cape Ann a fragment of stone as big 
as a nail keg bus been worn complete 
ly round by Us coustant turning during 
the course of but five years."

I n E v e r y C o u n t r y . 


History in every country is so taught 
as to magnify that country. 
Children 
learn to believe that their own country 
baa i>een always in the right and al­ 
most always victorious, that it bas pro­ 
duced almost all the great men and 
that It is in all respects superior to 
all other countries. 
Since these be­ 
liefs are flattering they are easily ab­ 
sorbed and hardly ever dislodged from 
Instinct by later knowledge. 


To take a simple and almost trivial 
example: Tbe facts about the battle of 
Waterloo are known In great detail 
and with minute accuracy, but the 
facts ns taught In elementary schools 
will be widely different in England, 
France and Germany. 
The ordinary 
English boy Imagines that tbe Prus­ 
sians played hardly any part; tbe ordi­ 
nary German boy imagines that Wel­ 
lington was practically defeated when 
the day was retrieved by Blucher's gal- 
lantry. 
If tbe facts were taught ac­ 
curately 
In both 
countries 
national 
pride would not be fostered to the 
same extent, neither nation would feel 
so certain of victory In the, event of 
war and tbe willingness to fight would 
be diminished. 


It is this result which bas to be pre­ 
vented. 
Every state wishes to foster 
national pride and is conscious that 
this cannot be done by unbiased his­ 
tory. 


The defenseless children are taught 
by distortions and suppressions and 
suggestions. _ T b e false ideas as to the 
history of the world which are taught 
In the various countries are of a kind 
which fosters strife and serves to keep 
alive n bigoted nationalism. 


If good relations between states were 
desired ofte of the first steps ought to 
be to submit all teaching of history to 
an 
International 
commission 
which 
should produce neutral textbooks free 
from the patriotic bias which Is now 
demanded everywhere.—Bertrand Rus­ 
sell In Atlantic Monthly.

Coral reefs surround many of tbe is­ 
lands in tbe Pacific. They protect tile 
lowlands 
from the washing of tbe 
waves, and tbe still waters inclosed by 
them are the only harbors of refuge for 
ships. Tbe reefs themselves 
furnish 
the greatest perli to navigation, and If 
there were no Inlet through which a 
vessel could enter their protected cir­ 
cle they would be u danger and nothing 
else.. 


But almost every reef has such a n 
Inlet 
It is a necessary result of tbe 
laws under which the forces of nature 
work. To understand this we must see 
how these reefs are formed. 


Chemically tbe reef corals are almost 
pure carbonate of lime, the substance 
3t ordinary limestone and marble. The 
reef grows aa the shell of tbe oyster or 
any other shellfish grows. It is itself 
the common and undivided shell of in­ 
numerable polypi, or minute Insects, 
which are being produced and are 
dying In successive generations. 


These tiny beings get all their living 
from the waters of tbe sea. It is from 
this source also that they derive the 
salts of lime from which tbey secrete 
the bony structure that remains after 
tbe animal is dead. 


The coral polypi cannot live in fresh 
water. Their food supply is brought to 
them by the waves and currents of the 
seaXAs a result it is found that direct­ 
ly opposite tbe mouth of the stream 
from tbe island tbe reef does not grow, 
There will be the Inlet to the inclosed 
waters.—Los Angeles Times.

The forbidding and embattled 
shores rising into lofty mountains, and 
at present swathed in white almost to 
tbe water's edge possess a virility, a 
grandeur and sublimity which require 
tbe most poetic imagination and most 
facile pen even faintly to portray. The 
grand panorama reaches its climax in 
Mount 
McKiniey, 
monarch 
of the 
North American continent! * With its 
altitude of 20,400 feet it stands alone 
in lofty pride and is distinctly visible 
from the vessel notwithstanding tbe 
very great distance.

Kentucky's rich country had original­ 
ly been a neutral zone, threaded with 
Indian trails, a territory where none 
might dwell, but through which all 
were at liberty to move in hunt or war. 
Tbe shade of its forests was so dense, 
tbe story of its white settlement so 
full of tragedy, that it was known as 
the "dark and bloody ground." 


Tbe great character of its pioneer 
period had been Daniel Boone, whose

Born in Pennsylvania, be bad grown 
to manhood on the banks of tbe Yadkin 
In North Carolina, bad built bis hut 
and married early, after the fashion of 
the locality.

called. Expeditions into it to hunt game 
or to make salt at the salt licks,'where 
animals and. men alike went to satisfy 
their cravings, vonly; 'fastened JUL \do>, 
minion, more' firmly- upon. hlin7- and 
when a wandering IndianJtraderjstray-i 
ed across his'pafhway and told'hlm of' 
the rich country to the 'west called 
Kentucky, which, In the* language of 
the red men, meant "at the bead of tbe 
river," or "Long river," he gave him­ 
self tip to it with a fervor, that was lit­ 
tle short of fatalism, believing himself 
"ordained of God to settle the wilder­ 
ness."—Helen Nlcolay, in Century Mag­ 
azine.

When tbe miners were at work the 
water running through the drain left a 
deposit colored black by tbe coal d u s t 
but when no work was being done 
the water ran down clear and left a 
white deposit 
These deposits in the 
course of time built up the stone. 
Each day of work left a blacic streak, 
Immediately followed by a white streak 
made during tbe night 
Wide white 
streaks Indicate the holidays and Sun 
days.
